8i>d (here ii reawn tn apprehend that tliis 
jiractir'e hastVceirfcd tl)e sanction of those 
who ought to have employed thtir iiiflu. 
«moe in preveotmgor siippressiiis it. 

FiiMD the various fomis which these li- 
bels hare asiomwd and from the industry 
with which they are tipread abro.'id, it may 
be tboogbt by many, wijo are inexperienc- 
ed in such «ays, tiiM tb«y tow (rom the 
aptmtaneoos feeitDg* of nen unconnected, 
and in:lc|H:iideHt of each otbt r. But they 
all bear the same 9lH»p. And thev may 
ilII l>e reterred, as many of them hare been 
a^taaily traceij, to the same source. It 
May be necessaty, for the sake of those 
whose vote is yet niideteraiined, to warn 
them of these practises. Amon^ the sup- 
porters of Lord Ehton, it should seem, by 
their langui'^e, that there are some, who 
are aot fo n>ni>h ncteated by attai'hment 
tu huB, a:>by huttility tol^rd tirenville. 



The tnttliTen which are assii;ned for this 
hnstitity are the same vhich have been of- 
ten anccessfally employed to mislead and 
inflame the populace; but Which, it is 
hoped, will possess but little influence 
with liberal and enlightened minds.— 
There is not an individual in ibe kingdom 
who bas evinced a more nniform and ar- 
dent attachment to the Established Church 
than that nobleman : there is^nnne who bas 
shoirn himself more anxious tu preserve 
its riahts, and to provide for its sccuriiy ; 
and it can scarcely be believed, that even 
bis enemies entertain at heart the opinions 
concerning bint which they seek to propa- 
gate. 

Whatever may be the issue of the pre- 
sent contest, the remembrance of these 
unworthy acts will bring their proper pun- 
ishment to those who used them. Their 
effect must naturally be to embitter defeat, 
and to diminish the satisfaction resulting 
from success; while those who have ho. 
nestly pursued the right course^)' and who 
have dreaded disgrace more than failure, 
will retire from theconte<(t with sentiments 
of mutual respect, whether defeated or 
victorious, and iiowp'er different tlieir ob- 
jects of pursuit may h^ve been, they will 
equally enjoy the conscious recollection, 
tliat they hate laboured, by fair and up- 
I ight means, in no ignohte cause, and that 
they have in no instance sweived from ih^ 
path of honour.

'i'liomas, about 400 tsns burthen, Henry 
Gatt, master, from Citracoa, bunnd to 
Livei pooU came ashore at Red-wharf, An..

board perished, to the number, it is con- 
ceived, of about 30 persons ! Great part 
ot her cargo has come asho'e, and is se- 
emed for the owners; several thousand 
dollars are already lodged iu the custom- 
house, Beautnoris.

Sunday, January 27th, being the 
birthday of her royal highness prin- 
cess Charlotte of Wales, she received 
the congratulations of his royaUii^h-. 
neis the prince of Wales, the dukes 
of York, Kent, Cumberland, and 
Catnliridge ; the duchess of Brunswick, 
the duke of Brunswick Gels, and a 
great number of the nobility and 
gentry, at Warwick-house ; and in the 
evening her royal highness the princess 
of \\'ales gave a grand eutertainment, 
at her apartments in Kensington 
palace, on the occasion; there were 
present, her royal highness the princess 
Charlotte of Walej, the dujies of Kent 
and Cambridge, the duchess of Bruns- 
wick, the duke of Brunswick Oels, 
prince Stahreuiberg, and a numerous 
train of nobility and gentry. 

Eastern Politeness. — When Mr. Per- 
ceval Waited on the Persian ambas- 
sador to compliment him on his arrival 
in England, he was fearful that the 
season of the jear would make an 
unfavourable impression on the mind 
of his excellency ; Mr. Perceval, tliere- 
fore de.ired Sir G. Ouseley, to teil 
his excellency that this was the middle 
of wiirter, when the sun was frequently 
hidden from our view several days 
toeelher. 11 is excellency answered — 
"I he ruddiness of your countenance 
is sufficient to illuminate the atmos- 
phere, and in your presence the ab- 
sence of tiie sun need not be regret- 
ted. You are the great star that 
sheds its influence over England 
(perhaps his excellency meant the 
treasury) You are the ruby of delight,* 
the pearl of pearls, flie brilliant of

brilliants, and the diamond of dia- 
monds, and your presence is mmt 
aji;reeable to the senses than Mo of 
Persian roses." On this shower of 
eastern compliments Mr. P. was nearly 
overcome, and af'er nuking an Eastern 
obeisance, with great ditficulty (for 
he was near falling, he bowed so pro' 
fnandly) he slid away out of Aodiif 
Mirza Hassan's presence. 

The French government have pro- 
jected a new grand military map of 
Germany, to consist of 400.sl>eets; 
in order to render it as complete as 
possible, application has been made 
ro the court of Denmark, for the 
trigonometrical mensurations, calcula.> 
tions, and maps, of the duchies of 
Schleswig and HoKtein, which have 
accordingly been forwarded by the 
academy of scteiices to Paris. 

'I'he French minister of marine 
has promulgated a code of laws lor 
the government of. privateers and the 
dtstribulion of prizes, chiefly with a 
view to encourage individuals to em- 
bark their property in speculations of 
that kind. By lhes>e, tliC masters of 
privateers are directed to ransom, 
burn, or destroy all vessels to or 
from Great Britain or her colonies,' 
provided th^ eAtimated value does not 
exceed £^0,000, but all vessels ex- 
ceeding in value that sum are Ip be 
sent to France. In regard to ransomed 
ships, llie n>asters of privateers are 
dnected to lake the mate and two 
seamen as hostages, or security for 
the payment of the stipulated sum ;< 
if the money is pai<l, the men are 
to be liberated and sent home, bur 
in default of payuieiit are to be im- 
priboued as debtors to the nation. 
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At a meeting of the inhabitants of 
Belfast, held at tlie Exchauge-rooms, 
(lie 29th inst. to consider the propriety 
of petitioning parliament, to continue 
the prohibition of distiilation from grain : 
Edward May, esq. sovereign, in the 
chair. Mr. b. Ferguson •proposed a pe- 
tition tothatelfect, stating asa sufficient 
ground font, that grain was now consi- 
derably higher in price, than when the 
prohibition was first resorted to; and 
tuat if there was good caiise tb^eu for 



the enactment, there was now more fof 
the continuance of it 'I'he Rev. EUw. 
May combated the policy and justice 
d1 tiie prohibition by a variety ot argu- 
ments, as contrary to the generul iwi?r- 
« sts of the country , by discouraging ine 
farmer from iiurcasing his produce, ami 
thereby making provision for a time of 
scarcity; and as Uijustto one part of the 
conjmuniiy in lixiiig a maximum to the 
price of tiieir coinuiodily, while oth<r 
tommercial speculaliuas werq left urJVlT
